I hope that the notes which I have appended to 
most of the titles, together with the alphabetical 
index, will help the reader to find his way among the 
writings of William James. In view of the fact 
that much of James's most important thought ap- 
peared in the form of essays and reviews, often 
under a title which gave no clue to the contents, 
some such guide as this is indispensable to an ade- 
quate knowledge of his contributions to philosophy 
and psychology.
